The pre sent epidemic is thought, 
by the m ajo rity of physicians to be 
a form of spinai meningitis, though 
the epidemic is so peculiar as to be 
w hat might be te r m e d a new disease. 
Others of the physicians allege it 
is a form of m alaria l poisoning. H o w ­ 
ever. w hate ver the disease may be, 
the re are nearl y tw e n ty cases in the 
two cities, with thr e e deaths and sev­ 
eral new cases daily. 
The disease s t a r t s with a pain in 
t he region of the back of the neck. 
T he sym pto m s vary so greatly as to 
baffle all description but all the va­ 
rieties shade into each other. T he re 
is an i n t e r m i t t a n t and r e m it ta n t fo 
ver with paroxym s daily an d eve**y 
o t he r 
day and violent pains in the 
iegs 
with co nsi derable 
te n d e r n e ss 
manifested. 
T he disease som eti m es 
con tinue s for several days until it is 
worn out while with the fulm in a n t 
type, the patient dies in a couple of 
days. 
W he the r it be eerebro spinal m e ­ 
ningitis or w he the r it be m a la rial 
poisoning o r w ha te ve r it may be.
